BIG CHURCH CROWDED 


At a remarkable meeting, in which 
members used hisses, catcalls, and stamp- 
ing of feet to drown the arguments of 
fellow members with whom they dif- 
fered, the North Shore Congregational 
chu l night refused by a vote of 
120 to 86 to\accept the resignation of its 
pastor... v. James Stuart Ainslie. 

Then, after the pastor had faced his 
angry congregation, thanked his friends 
and defied his foes and, as he supposed, 
dismissed the meeting, a second session 
was held and a resolution to refer the 
dispute to a general council of the eighty 
Congregational churches of Chicago was 


passed with fifty-three votes in its favor. 


Most of the pastor’s friends had gone 
home and only thirty-five votes could 
be mustered against the resolution. 

This coup was bitterly Genounced by 
Dr. Ainslie as a political trick and 
aroused a fresh wave of indignation when 
the word was telephoned about the neigh- 
borhood to members who hed reached 
their homes. 


Crowded to Doors. 
Tho big auditotium of the church at 
Sheridan road and Wilson avenue was 
crowded to the doors when 8 W. Dean, 
superintendent of the Sunday school, 
called the meeting to order. 

For more than two hours, from 8 O clock 
until after 10, the members argued the 
merite of their pastor pro and con, some 
indulging in the bitterest personalities. 
Each speaker was limited to ten minutes, 
and twenty-five or more took part in the 
discussion. 

There was a tempora:y lull as the woke 
was taken on Dr. Ainslie's resignation. 
which he presented at the morning serv- 
ice last Sunday, and then the pastor, who 
had been sitting quietly in a corner, 
Stepped forward. 

“I thank you for this vote of confi- 
dence,’ he said. “ You know how I feel 
about that. But I want to say a word 
about these six trustees, who voted 
against me at their last board meeting. 

These men have not been good stew- 
ards or co-workers with their pastor. It 
ls true that our membership has not 
gTown as rapidly as it ought, but it Is 
because of their opposition. A house di- 
vided against iteelf cannot stand. They 
are to blame more than I. a 

As Efficient as Ever. 

I am dolng just as efficient work here 
as I ever did. More new members are 
being received every year, but because the 
character of this neighborhood is chang- 
ing we have been losing an average of for- 
ty-six members a year for the last five 
years and so our membership is not in- 
creasing as it should. This under the cir- 
cumstances is Inevitable.” 

Dr. Ainsfie’s opponents, who have de- 
manded his resignation since last sum- 
mer oh the ground that he is no longer 
equal to leading the work of the church 
in the rapidly growing neighborhood, 
were led at the meeting by R. W. Barnes, 
a deacon, and Hodgson Jolly. George A.

STIR IN WASHINGTON, 


. following dispatch giving the 
n of the Austrian admiralty 
was received by “The Tribune” 
before the cablegram from London, 
which outlines briefly the nature of 
the Austrian official reply to the 
United States. 


VIENNA, Dec. 14. By: Courier to Ber- 
lin, via London, Dec. 18. I= The Austro- 
Hungarian admiralty ie opposed to any 
disavowal of the course of the submarine 
commander who was responsible for the 
sinking of the Italian steamer Ancona. 

On the contrary, it approves his con- 
duct fully and declares that he would 
have been econs:dered as having failed te 
perform hie duty if he had allowed the 
Ancona to escape. 

The attitude of the admiralty, it is as- 
sumed, will be reflected, though perhaps 
modified, in the attitude of the Austrian 
foreign office. 

STATEMENT BY ADMIRALTY. 

The admiralty tocay stated its case 
and the attitude of the naval authorities 
as follows: 

It is a submarine commander's duty 
to make a report to a désignated base as 
soon as possibile, and the commander who 
sank the Ancona did this as soon as he 
was within wireless distance of land. He 
made a supplementary report at Pola and 
accompanied it with his log. 

“No examination of the crew was held 
because the commander's report was con- 
sidered complete and there was no reason 
to suppose that the crew could add any- 
thing’ thereto, 

“ So far as the commander is concerned, 
hie course is clear. The admiralty has 
received his report and sees no reason to 


find any fault with bis course of action, 
NO INQUIRY WAS NEEDED. 

“If any such reason existed, that is, if 
the admiralty had found that the com- 
mander had done anything contrary to 
its instructions, it would spontaneously 
institute an investigation against him 
without waiting for any demand to come 
from foreign governments, : 

“It can happen that a commander in 
heat of battle deals contrary to instruc 
tions, but nothing of the kind has oc- 
curred in this case. 


SHIP IN DOUBLE DANGER. 
“It appears clearly trom his [the com- 


mander’s} report that his ship was in 
danger, indeed, in double danger, first 
from the fact that an enemy boat was 
approaching on a line that threatened to 


cut off his retreat, and the enemy ship 


and the Ancona “could have established 
his radius of action and could have set 
a torpedo boat flotilla on him, and, sec- 
ond, there was danger of the Ancona 
escaping, which, according to his instruc- 
tions, was to be prevenied in all circum- 
stances. 

Hence the conduct of the commander, 
much as the loss of innocent lives must 
be regretted and deplored, cannot be dis- 
approved.

by the entente allies in this district ener- 
getic measures are being inaugurated 
with a view to expelling the pro-German 
element and the apies. 
At the same time the Greeks will leave 
open the strip of territory through which 
an Austrian or Bulgarian army would 
‘pass to attack the allies at Saloniki. 
Under the Greek arrangement the allies 
already have begun to fortify Saloniki. 
Forts have been bullt and trenches dug 
on the land side. Heavy artillery and 
many machine guns have been put in po- 
sition and a large allied fleet is being gath- 
ered to aid the defense. 


Allies Occupy Greek Macedonia. 
Reuters correspondent at Saloniki 
says that virtually all of Greek eastern 
Macedonia has now been abandoned to 
the French and British forces, in accord - 
ance with the agreement reached.

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LONDON, Dec. 15—Viscount Alver- 
stone, former lord cHler 8 85 ot Eng- 
land, is dead. 

Viscount Alverstone, for vel thir- 
teen years lord chief. justice of Enelana, 
was one of the most popular, human, and 
many sided men in British public life, 
While om circuit. at Newoast}e in Febru- 
ary, 10612, Lord Alverstone was seized 
with a serious heart attack, and his con- 
tinued 11 health led to his resignation, 
At Cambricge he was noted as a dietance 
runner and won many trophies on the 
cinder track. . 

He came into prominence before the 
American public as the representative of 
England on the Alaskan boundary com- 
m.se,on. His vote in support of the chief 
claims of the United States gave Amer- 
ica the victory. 

Lord Alverstone was considered one of 
the leading lawyers of his time and had 
a keen sy thy, acute knowledge of 
men, and 1 into affairs, and 
a wide knowledge of his profession, all 
obtained by hard work. He was born on 
Dec. 22, 1842. His father was Thomas 
Webster, Q. C., wellknown at Westmin- 
eter, where he hed a large practice, espe- 
cially in patent cases.

“The department is informed. that 
statements have been made to the effect 
that it has been censoring the mails sent 
to and from Mexico City. These state- 
ments are without foundation, except as 
explained below, and probably have ref- 
erence to the courtesy extended by the 
department in forwarding in the dſplo- 
matic pouch to and from Mexico City, at | 
the time railroad communication was un- 
certain, purely personal mail. 


Done as a Co ‘ 

“It is ordinarily againat the rules of 
the department to forward private mall 
in a diplomatic pouch, and this conces- 
sion was made, through courtesy, on ac- 
count of the conditions prevailing in 
Mexico City and the uncértainties of pos- 
tal communication. The department, as 
& precautionary measure, to restrain 
those who might be inclined to abuse the 
privilege, reserved the right to inspect 
private mail sent in the diplomatic pouch. 
Those making inquiries as to sending 
mail to or from Mexico City in this man- 
ner were told that their letters should be 
unsealed and subject to , 

The department made such exami- 
nation from time to time as it deemed 
necessary to prevent the use of the.pouch 
for clandestine communication with any 
of the contending factions in Mexico.

FOR AN INHERITANCE TAX. 

The report of the commissioner of internal reve-. 
nue, just published, discloses a significant fact con- 
cerning the concentration of wealth in the United 
States. It is revealed by the income tax returns. 
The total number of incomes, as reported, of half 
a million and over is 174. 

Of these 102 are in New York. 

Of the remainder, twenty report from Pennsyl- 
vania, fourteen from Illinois. ? 

Ot tle total collections, $41,046,165, New York 
paid 517,417,837. 

The concentration of great wealth in New York 
has a direct bearing on the expediency of a national 
inheritance tax. These great fortunes either were 
made elsewhere than in New York, their possess ory 
having moved to that city, or they are invested in 
all parts of the country, the railroads and mines of 
the west, the banks and industries and real estate 
of all regions. : 
It is elemental justice as well as public policy that 
this wealth, though its possession and control are 
in one place, should carry its fu are of the 
whole national burden. Its profits drawn from 
the nation. Its power extends throughout the na- 
tion. 
But the full share of the national burden fairly 
to be imposed upon our financial colossi is not to be 
fixed by arithmetical ratio. The principle of the 
surtax half-heartedly applied in our present income 
tax law should be more courageously followed in 
the income tax law itself and in the inheritance 
tax which we trust the present or at latest the next 
following congress will enact. The vast accretions 
of wealth which these gigantic incomes and for- 
tunes represent are very largely the inevitable result 
of the common activities of the community, and they 
should bear a very much greater proportion of the 
public charges. 

This applies especially to such a necessity as na 
tional defense. Not only are the greatest fortunes 
concentrated in the most vulnerable region of the 
country, but they are themselves the most vulnerable 
to war and war conditions. The colossi have most 
at stake. Their acquisitions are temptations ta 
aggression. Their interests are a likely source of 
that friction which in intermational affairs often 
precipitates wars. 

It is proposed by the administration that the 
present income tax returns be enlarged by increas- 
ing the burden ¢arried by the men and women of 
small incomes, No increase of the surtax on huge 
accumulations is proposed. No inheritance tax is

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The opposite course should be adopted and not 
gingerly but firmly and thoroughly. : 

The present income tax should be increased up- 
ward, not downward. It should seek revenue not 
from the small competence or the moderate fortunes 


direct application of their own abilities, but from 
the mountainous masses of money which do not rep- 
resent any proportionate effort, skill, or service of 
their possessors and which every thoughtful Amer- 
ican believes to be a menace to the public weal 
as well as an evil to their inheritors. 

The spectacle of Democratic statesmen attacking 
the incomes of $2,000 and $3,000 and leaving those 
of $200,000 and $2,000,000 alone is an ironic farce 
upon democracy. :

There is needed revenue in an inheritance tax 
with a surtax that will check the automatic aceumu- 
lation of blind billions.

WHOLESOMENESS OF CANDY. 
the result of a very careful in- 

A quiry, E. H. Cummins of Boston 

is of the opinion that candy is not 

perimented with whooping cough, 
tuberculosis, and typhoid fever. The bac- 
teria of these diseases were mixed in the 
ingredients of which various kinds of 
candies Were made, then kept for a proper 
length of time, and then were tested for 
the bacteria with which the candy hed 
been infected. The cultures were nega- 
tive. 

In other words, even when tubercle 

bacilli, typhoid bacilli, and whooping 
cough bacilli are contained in the fun- 
gredients from which candy is made, they 
are either killed lo the process of candy 
manufacture or else they die sponta- 
neously later on. What is true of these 
three bacteria ts no doubt true of other 
disease producing bacteria. 
This was as should bave been expected. 
The temperature at which candy is 
cooked is sufficiently high to kill bacteria. 
Bacteria do not thrive in concentrated 
mixtures of sugar. Of course, candy can 
become infected after manufacture. In 
the case of cheap candies sold from ped- 
diers’ carts or uncovered sidewalk stands, 
or handled promiscuously, the chance 
that the candy does spread typhoid and 
diphtheria is high. The candies that are 
more carefully handled are not danger- 
ous.

With the possibility of contagion elim- 
inated the question as to whether candy 
should be eaten has two health angles. 
The first ie as to the sanitation of the 
candy plant. Sanitation of the plant Is 
more a question of esthetics than one of 
health, Candy madeira filthy plant may 
not be a disease producer, and yet people 
would not want to eatit. They would not 
eat it if they knew the secrets of the shop. 
Health and food departments are begin- 
ning to control candy factortes. 
The second is the wholesomeness of 
candy as a food. That question is one of

Sugar does not have as much to do with de- 
caying teeth as is generally supposed. Its in- 
fluence ie indirect rather than direct. A child 
fed on suger ie fot apt to eat the more complex 
foods needed for bone, muscle, and teeth. The 
effect shows in decaying teeth. 

But what you want to know ts what shal! 
you do First, take the child to a dentist. 
The teeth must be filled and cleaned. New 
cavities must be filled as fast as they develop.

I wish to protest against the old, dirty 
joe water tanks provided and the unhy- 
gieniec common drinking cups. Two of 
these antiquated, rusty tanks that I know 
of are in use: one in the men’s room and 
the other in the middle stack.” At 
these germ-laden reservoirs, and even at 
the other more modern glass bottle water 
stands in the other parts of the employé's 
quarters, there are provided the old 
time, generadly abolished public drinking 
cups. 

If I am not mistaken this is against 
one of the city’s health ordinances, and 
that violations of it by factories, shops, 
etc., f@ punishable by fine. Library em- 
ployés should be furnished with the up 
to date bubbling cup drinking fountains. 
Another iInsanitary and supposedly 
abolished by ordinance germ-spreader 
still infilleted upon library workers is the 
public roller towel, several of which are 
provided in the men's lavatory Also, let 
me state that the men's rest and lunch 
room is filthy, badly lighted and vent!- 
lated. Perhaps some board of health of- 
ial can explain why it is that the Chi- 
eago Public library, one of the city’s own 
Institutions, can have the privilege of 
breaking two sanitary ordinances, while 
private firms are punished. for commiting 
the same offense. This should he in- 
vestigated and improved. EmpPLorn,

Eridge castle, the ancestral home of the 


Lords of Abergavenny, in Sussex, is a 


grand old place which has been in the 
aninterrupted possession of the family 
for more than five centuries. It is one 
of the most lovely country seats in the 
southern counties, and in its wild and 
picturesque beauty the park is today 
exactly the same as described in Dooms- 
day book in the reign of William the Con- 
queror, nearly a thousand years ago. 
Some idea of its extent may be gathered 
from the fact that the driveways and 
roads cut through the park exceed sev- 
enty miles in length. 

Queen Elizabeth is on record as having 
spent a week there, and until a few 
years ago there stood at the entrance of

Arthur Ponsonby, the ultra-radical 
brother of King George's privy purse, 
Col. Sir Frederick Ponsonby, and son of 
the late Gen. Sir Henry Ponsonby, who 
for more than half a century was in the 
personal service of Queen orla, for 
the most part as private secretary, has 
just published a curious book entitled 
“Democracy and Diplomacy.” Himself

He has been 
féted and made much of by eminent 
German officers at the front upon the as- 
sumption that he is presenting their side 
of the case to the American people in one 
of the leading daily papers of the United 
States. Is it fair to expect that he will 
repay this by taking the side of the allies 
in his letters? If he were to de this, 
would his letters be allowed te come 
through? 

I believe with Davis and O'Connor that 
the cause of the allies is the cause of 
democracy and individual liberty the 
world over; but I cannot enter into the 
state of mind of a person who gets angry 
with a war correspondent for giving the 
German side of it as strongly as he knowa 
how. For my own part, I am always 
anxious to know what ie to be eald on 
the side opposite to that I am on; and 
for this reason, if for no other, I read 
Bennett. 

The only fault I have to find with you 
in this regard is that you have dropped 
O'Connor while retaining Bennett. That 
is, of course, assuming that you did drop 
him, and that he didn't drop you.
